There were 30,000 Grand Army men in the 
a in Brooklyn today. Along the streets 
eading to the cemeteries, through which the 
procession passed, public buildings and houses 
were decorated with fiegs and bunting. 

Schools, public offices and atores ware closed 
aud the cars were throvged with people. In 
the psrade, besides members of the Grand 
Army of the Republic posts, were sevsral regi- 
ments belonging to the National Guard, rapre- 
sentatives of the fire department and police. 
The parade started at 9:30, and was reviewed 
by Mayor Whitney and members of the bard 
ofaidermen. The procession broke up at Flat 
Bush avenve railway station, and the different 
pests wextto the cemeteries to which they 
bad been assigned, where memorial services 
were held avd the graves of the dead soldiers 
were decorated with flowers. 

A muititnde of dispatches have been received 
this evening from al| parts of the union, show. 
ing that Wemorial Day hss been generally ob- 
served, and in the usual maaner. The pro- 
ceedings included parades, the uaveiling of 
soldicis’ monuments, Cecoratious of graves, 
orations, excursions, and sports of various 
hiods. The weather was generally fiae, and 
countless thousands of porgon3s must havo 
taken ud vantaye of the holiday. 

EXERCISES (N MARYLAND. 

PALTIMORE. May 30—Though not a legal 
holiday, Decoration Day was generally ob- 
eerved. The streets were filied with psople 
exrly in the day, and federal offites were 
closed to permit employes to participate in 
peyipg honor to the dead who fellin defending 
the integrity of the union of states. In the 
forenoon committees decorated the graves in 
Gieonmount, Weet Baltimore, Lwurel (colored) 
ard other points where the fallen soldiors 
found a resting place with his kindred. Early 
in the afternoon there were thousands of pao- 
pie who wended their way to London ‘park 
ard tothe National Lot where thousands of 
dead lie buried, Several posts of the Grand 
Army of the Republic went ont by rail. After 
flowers bad been placed upon the graves, Rey. 
Bb. A. Clarkson, of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, conducted religious services, ani an 
oration was delivered br Rav. R H Pallman, 
ofthe Universa'ist .church, The decoration 
was profuse, and no grave was passed, Taere 
seemed a greater desire than ever before mani- 
fested to do honor to the dead, and all classes 
of political distinction was forgotten in the 
general commemoration. There was also a 
decoration of graves at Antietam, Frederick, 
Camp Parole, near Annapolis, and other points 
where rested the soldiers of the late war. 

A TOUCHING SCENE AT CHATTANOOGA. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenu., May 30.—[Spscial.]— 
At the federal memocial services here today a 
vingniar incident occurred, and one that will 
he react by the Grand Army men with intore:t. 
Rey. W. W. Lyle, of Michigan, was to have de- 
livered an oration, but owicg toa severe rain 
storm the address was postponed. Bsing thus 
released from duty. the reverent gentieman 
sought the grave of Colenel Mihilotzy, of the 
Twenty-fourth Ilinois United States Volun- 
teere, whese faneral he had preached in 1864, 
at which time Colonel Mihilotzy was killed in 
ths ba'tlec around Chattanooga. At the grave 
todey he fourd sixteen of the old veterans of 
the Twenty-fourth Illinois, who had come all 
the way from Chicsgoto decorate the grave of 
their old commander on this oczasion. Ex- 
planstions: followed, and thus afser twenty 
years, by chance, thesa old soldiers had moat 
the winister who had preached their old com- 
mencéer’s faneral in their presenca and beside 
the same grave. They all knelt, and again the 
reverend gentleman, after twenty four years, 
offered a prayer that drew tears from the eyes 
of the veterans. It was a touching scene, and 
was the feature of the day. 

ETREWING FLOWERS AT RICHMOND 

RICHMOND, May 30,—Confederate Memorial 
and federal Decoration Day was for tha first 
time since the war jointly observed here today. 
The national cemeteries at Fort Harrison and 
near this city were visited by committees of 
the Phil Kearney post, Grand Army of the 
Republic, aud veterans of the R E Lee camp 
and other citizens, and the graves of both faed- 
eral and confederate dead were decorate1 with 
flowers. In this city the observance was very 
general, business, both public and private, be- 
and Oakwood cemeteries, in which 
rest the remains of about 25,000 
confederate deed, were visited by many 
thousands of people and the graves strewn 
with flowers. Eloquent memorial orations 
were delivered by Rev. 8S. S. Lambeth, 
of the Methodist church at Hollywood, and 
Rev Dr. S. A. Goodwin, of the Baptist church 
at Oakwood. The military of the city paraded 
and attended the memorial services at the 
cemeteries, including the Jewish burial 
ground, where a number of confederate dead 
are buried. 

THREATENING WEATHER IN PHILADELPHIA. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 30.—There was an_.al- 
most entire suspension of business here today 
for the celebration of Decoration Day. Early 
in the day there were many auxious faces 
turned towards the sky. Ominous black clouds 
ob:cured the sun, and it looked asif the ser- 
vices at the cemetery would be prevented by 
rain. A feeling of sorrow and disappointment 
followed about 10 o'clock, when a heavy shower 
fell, but the clouds soon after cleared away 
and the sun shone brightly and hot. Horse 
ard steam cars leading to various cemeteries 
were all day crowded with human freight, and 
down-town streets assumed a deser aspect 
early in theday. Although a majority of Grand 
Army Posts did not hold memorial services 
until the afternoon, many of them preceded by 
bands of music, visited this moraing the graves 
-of some noted general or their dead commanid- 
ers, and strewed their mounds with flowers. 

GENERAL OBSERVANCE IN WINCHESTER. 

WINCHESTER, Va., May 30.—Dacoration Diy 
was generally observed here.

CoLUMBIA, S. C., May 30.—[Special.]—Gov-

biack wood, fur whom Governor Gordon’s req ai- 

siiicn has been duly received. Attoraey Gen- 
sal Earle, of this state, was present, but, as he 
bimself stated, simply as a spectator. He da- 
sircd to know the grounds of the prisoner's o0d- 
jections, so that ifconsulted by the governor 
he could advise his excellency understanding- 
ly. The state of Georgia wa; not represented.

PHILADELPHIA, May 30.—A long and lively 
discussion over the question of admitting re- 
porters to the Methodist Episcopal ministers’ 
Monday meetings took place ai a meeting held 
today. The sentiment for and against report- 
ers was about equally divided, and som» of the 
prethren became extremely heated in denounc- 
ing the press. Presiding Eider Swindelis, 
Rev. C. W. Buoy, Rev. C. E Adamson, aud J. 
H. Riddick with Dr. Cleveiand, led in oppos- 
ing the reporters. The newspaper men had 
friendly advocates in Rev. Mr. Kirkpatrick, 
Rev. Mr. Gable, Rev. Mr. Hartz and Rev. T. A. 
Fernley. The ball was started rolling by the 
report of the committee having the subject of 
excluding reporters in charge, which proposed 
toamend the constitation so as to provide that 
sessions of the meeting shall be open only to 
members of the assicid@fipn and al! traveling 
preachers of the Methodist Episcopal church. 
Finally, by a voteof 27 to 10, the ministers 
voted to discuss the exclusion of reporters with 
closed doors.

BUILDERS OF CHICAGO. 


The Troubie Between the Contractors and 
the Workingmen. 

Cuicaco, May 30.—The next six days are lia- 
bleto witness a critical ray gag in the great 
strike of the building es. For four weeks 
strike has followed strike, terminating ina 
lockout, affecting, toa greater or lees extent, 
almost every trade in the city of Chicago. 
Fully 17,000 men are idle, and it is stated upon 
good authority that over.a thousand first ciass 
mechanics have left the city. A carefal esti- 
mate shows that wages to the amount of $900,- 
0CO have been lost to the strikers. It is im- 
possible to estimate the amount of capital 
which has been diverted from the building 
trades. Well known eastern capitalists have 
instructed their Chicago agents to make no in- 
vestments ding the adjustment of the 
stiike, and in several cases large enterprises 
will be dropped until next year, and perhaps 
forever. 

The master masons, realizing that so long as 
the trades unions were governed by their pres- 
ent laws and customs, the strike was liable to 
be duplicated at any time, resolved to make a 
supreme éffort to force an abolition of the 
abuses of Which they were thé conspicaous 
victims. Thecodeof principles and working 
rules adopted would, if enforced, result in ths 
completeabolition of unions, as now consti- 
tuted. The developments last week have dem- 
onstrated that if this is accomplished it must 
‘be done by the master magons. They formu- 
lated a plan of campaign and have asked kin- 
dred trades toindorse their code of principles 
and follow in their footsteps. 

The response to that appeal was not,so en- 
thusiastic as was expected by the contracting 
nasons. The master carpenters adopted a 
platform, but nullified their action requiring 
the date upon which it was to go into effect. 

The conservative element in both master 
mesons and carpenters is composed of those 
contractors aimest entirely dependent upon 
union labor, In many cises, auother protracted 
strike means bankruptcy to the smaller con- 
tracting carpenters. 

An ara'yris of the situation proves that the 
strike hes resolved itself into a contest be- 
tween the master masongand thelr employes, 
bricklayers and hod carriers Other trades 
represented in the builders and traders ex- 
change are in a state of armed neutrality, and 
while in active sympathy with the master ma: 
sons, are afraid to render any practical support. 
The master masons will depend ae. 
entirely apon the bricklayers from other cities. 
The next few days will demonstrate td what 
extent this source can be utilized. Answers 
to advertisements Saturday were encouraging, 
and itis believed plenty of good men can be 
secured. Leadersofthe bricklayers promise 
that no violence will be offered to auy of the 
imported bricklayers Every effort will be 
used, however, to induce the newcomers to 
j: in the union, and ail the strategies of modern 
strikes will be brought into play.

Macon, Ga, May 30.—[Special.]J—Ia coa- 
versing with a prominent local capitalist today 
your correspondent remarked that the nuamer- 
ous manufacturing establishments that wers 
being built up onthe Macon Raserve woald 
soon take up all the ayailable land in that 
quarter. “Yes,” said the gentleman, “and io 
two years you will see that land drained out. 
When the new railroadsall get in they are 
going to need room for shops, yards and de- 
pots, and they will be so cr>»wded into that 
part of the city that the people, a3 a sanitary 
measure, Will drain the Ocmalgee bottoms, 
even if a levee has to be built all along the 
river front. 

“There is 600 acres of the finost land in mid- 
Cle Georgia in that reserve, that if reclaimed 
would be woxth thousands and thousands of 
dollars, : 

“When Macon was first laid off, it was con- 
templated in the plan to have the c'ty bailt oa 
these beautiful levels. It was laid off from 
First, southeastward to Eleventh street, which 
reacbes away down into the swamp bolow the 
Covington and Macon railroad bridge. 

“The people have carried the town the other 
way, leaving this to the manufacturing ele- 
ment, and it is now being uiilized after lying 
idle these many years. Yes, sir, you will see 
the Macon Reserve reclaimed, and in place of 
the malarial mists you will see the smoke of 
maby tall chimneys rising from these lowlands 
and marshes within the next few year. 

“The land is far too valuable to be overlooked. 
This was one of E C. Machen’s pet projects, 
and he was long-hvaded when he proposed to 
reclaim it for # part of the lands. The city 
council would not consider the proposition 
then, but it will be considered later on, whea 
all these projected lines of road come in hoere 
seeking a place to establish their terminal 
points.’

Covirgton Mourns the Loss of One of Its 
Best Citizens. 

CovINGTON, Ga., May 30.—({Special.]—Gen- 
eral J. P. Simms is dead. Last night at about 
half past three o’clock he breathed his last. 
Mr. Simms was bora in the town of Covington 
J apuary 16th, 1837. Livedin Oxford during 
his boyhood days, was a graduate of Emory 
college, and soon after his graduation was ad- 
miited to the bar, aud achieved much success 
in the legal profession. In 1361 he was called 
to fizht for his country, which hedid with as 
much n ankcod and bravery as ever did any 
warrior upon any battlefield. His first posi- 
tion in the war was that of first lieutenant, 
under Captain J. T. Henderson, who went to 
Savannah early in 61. In’62 he was elecied 
csptain of acompany from Covington, upon 
the organization of the 53d Georgia. At Griffia, 
Ga., was elected major. In this capacity he 
ated until after the battle of Sharpsburg. 

ttly after this, at Fredericksbarg, 
in ‘62 he was made colonel, and on every oc- 
casion where an opportunity afforded, he prov- 
ed himself as true and as bravea man as ever 
lived, commanding the admiration and esteem 
ofall hismen. He was often acting brigadier- 
general, but was not cOmmissioned until carly 
in °65. Mr. Simms represented his county 
twice with distinction in the state legislature, 
He was a man of genuine true worth and thoss 
who knew him could not help but love him. 
Modest and retired in his demeanor to sach an 
extent that many thought he never went for 
his true worth, but bald as a lion in the cause 
of right and justice.6His family relations were 
of the most congenial nature, and ineyery re- 
spect his home was a modelone. Hs leavesa 
wife,a sonand danghter to mourn his loss, 
The burial will take place tomorrow morning. 

General Simms leaves a wife and two chil- 
dren to mourn his death. His son, J. P. 
Simms, is just entering upon man’s estate, 
«hile the daughter, Miss Alice Simms, is one 
of Covington’s fairest young ladies. Like 
every brave warrior, General Simms was a 
loving husband and kind father. He was an 
estimable man in every relation in life, a kiad 
busband, a brave warrior, an intrepid legisia- 
tor; as a lawyer, foremost in integrity and up- 
rightnegs.

OVER ninety-five thousand men are out 
of work in the United States, because of 
strikes and lockonts. This means a loss of 
about $200,000 a day to the wage earners of 
the country. Nearly one-half, or 39,700 of 
these idle men are those connected with the 
building trades at Chicago and vicinity. 
There are 13,000 coke burners, 8,700 stove 
moulders, 4,600 furnace men, 2,600 coal 
miners, 2,400 brewery employes and 24,000 
miscellaneous workers idle, This is less by 
more than one hundred thousand of the 
number of men idle at the beginniog of 
May, 1886; but the strikes of last May were 
only short lived, while those of the present 
promise to be long continued. 


A Four Million DollarVerdict., 
Just before it adjourned the supreme 
court of the United States rendered a deci- 
sion which will involve the payment of 


} 


about $4,000,000 by the people of several | 


states to one firm. About fourteen years 
ago suits were begun in several federal courts 
to determine the proprietary right to a pat- 
ent for boring wells. A man named Green, 
living in Boston, had invented a method of 
driving or boring wells in a short time and 
atasmall cost. The patent became very 
popular and rights to its use were sold in 
the various states. 

Several claimants to this valuable patent 
appeared and began to sell it through the 
country. Suit was brought in the federal 
courts and various parties appeared as 
plaintifis and defendants. The course of 
such litigation is always slow, but some- 
bow in this case it dragged to an unusnal 
length. The final decision has just been 
made, iourteen years after the first bill was 
filed. The supreme court has established 
the validity of the Green patent. The pat- 
ent had expired before this decision was ren- 
dered, but the parties or their heirs who 
bought rights from the inventor are entitled 
to recover a royalty of $10 for each of the 
‘“‘driven wells’? in use in their territory. 
Mr. Green, the inventor, is living in Boston, 
and is very poor. He sold most of the terri- 
tory of the United States at small prices, but 
has retained the riglits for New England. 
His brother owns the rights for New Jersey. 
Mr, I. O. Bennett, a book-keeper in New 
York, controls the patent in Ohio. The 
largest and most valuable claim, however, is 
thatof the Andrews Brothers, They own 
the right in the states of Delaware, Mary- 
land, Virginia, Georgia, Kentucky, Arkan- 
sas, Colorado, Nebraska, Iowa, Minnesota, 
iUinois, Indiana, Michigan, also in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and in Utah, Dakota, and 
the Indian Territory. Itis estimated that 
there are in this territory about 400,000 wells 
constructed under the Green patent. The 
decision of the supreme court will give the 
Andrews Brothers a right to collect $10 on 
each of these wells, making a total of $4,000- 
000 which they may demand from the peo- 
ple in their territory. 

Of course it will be impossible for them 
to collect in a great many cases, but out of 
such an enormous claim they ought to be 
able to scrape up enough money to enable 
them to go to the springs this summer. 


Shut Out But Not Crushed. 

During the session of the Southern Pres- 
byterians at St. Louisa W. C. T. U. delega- 
tion desired to be heard.

How to Suppress It, 

The Washington Post is in a state of ner- 
vous excitement over the practice of carrying 
revolvers on the streets. It clamors for the 
suppression of the concealed weapon nuis- 
ance, because it is dangerous and useless. 

There is one way to accomplish the reform 
demanded by the Post. Make it a penal 
offense to manufacttre or sell pistols. 

Perhaps our contemporary is not prepared 
togoso far. Why not? Oar suggestion is 
directly in the line of the precedents estab- 
lished in our legislation concerning other 
evils. In prohibition districts, for instance,” 
it is not unlawful fora man to drink whisky. 
We simply make it a penal offense to sell it, 
and, in some places, to manufacture it. Let 
us apply this method to the matter of con- 
cealed weapons, and get after the man who 
makes or sells a pistol, instead of making it 
hot for the poor devil who carries it. The 
suggestion is at least worth considering. 


How Protection Ruins Farmers. 

Quite recently the Courier-Journal, argu- 
ing in favor of free-trade, made a statement 
to the effect that the farmers of Penasylvania 
—astate that is enjoying the benefits of 
protection to agreater degree than any 
other—are in a very desperate condition. 
This was made the basis of a tremendoas 
attack on the tariff, in which the Robber 
Barons receive a severe basting. 

But here comes the statistician of the agri- 
cultural department at Washington, Mc. J. 
B. Dodge, and says that according to the 
last census the aggregate value of the farm 
landaare $50 an sere—$1,000,000,000, or. 
about Qne- 
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mainly by those cultivating them, and yield 
a prodact worth $431 for each person en- 
gaged either as farmer or laborer, . 

Mr, Dodge says that’ the source of this 
Fite, i, found inthe local mar- 
kets of the state; and he adds that probably 
no other state is more nearly self supporting, 
and perhaps none that dependson other 
states or other countries so little either in 
buying or selling. products of agriculture. 

Here is the whole matter in a nutshell— 
the argument and its application. The farm 
lands in Pennsylvania are valuable, and the 
results of farm labor are profitable because 
the farmers have home markets. The in- 
dustries of Pennsylvanis have reached ‘a 
high state of development, Every com- 
munity, every town, every city in the com- 
monwealth is honeycombed with mannufac- 
tories, and thus the farmers have a profitable 
merket at their very doors. 

In spite of all this, the free-traders will 
continue to declare that protection is ruin- 
ing the farmers of Pennsylvania. Our hope 
is that the farmers of Georgia will be ruined 
to the esme extent. 


Memorial Day. 

Yesterday in all sections of the United 
States the graves of the men who died in the 
union armies for the cause they believed to 
be right were covered with flowers. The 
blossoms of Maine and California, the roses 
of Georgia and the jasimins of Louisiana 
were laid upon these graves, and at nightfall 
every national cemetery over which the stars 
and stripes wave had received this beautifal 
tribute. This anniversary has hitherto been 
generally known as Decoration Day. 

The term was not so appropriate or so fa!l 


of meaning as that chosen by the women of 


the sonth for a similar anniversary, which 
they called Memorial Day. It is probable 
that henceforth the north, as well as the 
south, will use this better name. General 
Fairchild, commander in-chief of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, has issued an address 
reminding the members of his order that 
there is no such occasion recognized by their 
rules and regulations as Decoration Day. He 
says it is Memorial Day and urges the Grand 
Army men to habitually use that name. 

This suggestion has been well received by 
the northern press and popular usage in both 
sections will probably adopt the same title 
for the days on which the memory of the 
heroes who wore the gray and the heroes who 
wore the blue is annually to be honored. 

The adoption of thiscommon name should 
be a prophecy of the common pride and the 
courage and heroism of the brave men who 
fell on either side of our unfortunate war, 
and the beginning of the final burial of all 
sectional bitterness. _ 


A Small Man’s Big Job. 

Colonel C. Chaille-Long has been before 
the public long enough to require no iatro- 
duction. 

For sometime past the colonel has been 
engaged in trying to convince the world that 
Chinese Gordon was a crank, that Living- 
ston was a bad man, and that Stanley is a 
humbug. Any puff of an African explorer 
brings the colonel to the front in a rage. 
He has written scores of articles to prove 
that Livingston was never lost, but was 
merely hiding from his wife, and that he 
was not found by Stanley because others 
knew his whereabouts. He claims that 
Emin Pasha is not in any danger, and that 
Stanley’s present expedition is only a Brit- 
ish dodge to steal more territory. 

It will be recollected that Chaille-Long 
was made so furious by the eulogies over 
Gordon that he wrote columns about the 
Christian soldier’s brandy drinking habits 
and his genera] crankiness. He stabboraly 
refused to credit the report of Gordon’s 
death, and for a long time expressed the be- 
lief that he had made his way to a place of 
safety. The colonel is determined to pose 
as a soldier of fortune and an explorer him- 
se]f, and he will brook no divided honors. 
Bat he will find it a hard matter to write 
down such men as Livingsten, Gordon and 
Stanley. The public verdict concerning 
these three men has been rendered, and it 
capnot.be set aside by the envious vaporings 
of Colonel C. Chaille Long.

Curtis bas a long and a strong stomach. A 
ribald republican editor receatly described 
him as ‘‘the mother superior of the mug- 
wumps,’’ but this description is insufficient.

LORD LYTTON’S TEETH PRINTS. 


4s to the Cannibalistic Charge That He 
Tried to Eat His Lady. 
Letter in London Truth. 

The article in last week’s Truth about Lady 
Lytton is very interesting, but I should be sorry to 
believe any startling story, related by her, unless 
it were corroborated in a satisfactory way. I can 
tell you an opportune anecdote of Lady Lytton 
which has never appeared in print. Nearly forty 
years ago a series of amateur performances of Lord 
Lytton’s play, ‘‘NotSo Bad as We Seem,” took 
place at Devonshire house in aid of the egregious 
Guild of Literature and Art. Dickens was one of 
the principal performers,and Lady Lytton demand- 
ed an interview with him in order that Me should 
hear her charges against her husband, so that he 
might have an opportunity of judging whether 
Lord Lytton was a fit character to be ats the head 
of such an enterprise. Lady Lytton saw Dickens 
(at Tavistock house, so far as I remember) and she 
laid great stress on the story of her husband mak- 
ing his teeth meet in her cheek. which story is to 
be foundin this new, book, and it is copied into 
Truth.‘ Dickens simply asked Lady Lytton to allow 
him toseethe mark in her cheek,on which she 
seemed confused, and then was obliged to confess 
that there was no, mark. Dickens politely closed 
the interview, and he afterward said that if Lady 
Lytton’s ‘‘crack story’? were untrue (and there 
must haye been a permanent mark if her hus- 
band’s teeth had met in her cheek), it was impos- 
Sible to believe her other stories. 

When the queen went to Devonshire house to 
see Lord Lytton’s play thers was much consterna- 
tion among those who were behind the scones, as 
it was known that several tickets had fallen into 
the bands of Lady Lytton, who had intimated to 
her friends that she proposed making an appeal to 
her majesty between the acts. Field, the great de- 
tective of those days, was summoned to Devon- 
shire house, and he undertook to prevent Lady 
Lj tton from entering the temporary theater. ‘She 
will go away directly that she finds that I am*in 
earnest,””’ he said, on which Lord Lytton ex- 
claimed, “‘in deep and tragic yoice,’’ as Dickens 
said, ‘‘Mr. Field, you don’t know Lady Lytton; she 
won t go away, and nobody can make her goaway 
if she is resolved to st&y.’’ Lady Lytton, however, 
abandoned her intention at the last moment,so the 
expected scene did not take place; but she had 
given her husband a truly harrowing fortnight, as 
from the moment he had heard of her plan he an- 
ticipated the royal visit with a perfectly sickening 
apprehension.

The Curious Craze of a Cultured but Eccen- 
tric Lady. 
From the New York Journal. 

The eccentric wife of Captain Black, the 
chief defender of the anarchists, keeps fitty pet 
dogs in her mansion at Park Ridge, on the North- 
western road, sass the Chicago Herald. Most of 
the dogs are Newfoundiands, St. Bernards, or mix- 
tures of there breeds, and there are about a dozen 
Newfoundland puppies which have not as yet been 
named. Allof the dogsare under the careofa 
wrinkled old German named Garrigues, who once 
had charze of the kennels of a German nobleman, 
He lives with the dogs and sleeps with them. 

A young man named Lozier is the carpenter, and 
some idea may be formed of the ex pense Mrs. Black 
incurs in keeping her canine famiiy when it is 
stated that he is employed for nothing else than to 
repair the fences, kennels and buildings which the 
dogs destroy. 

“Those dogs willeat a hole right through the 
side of a house,’’ says Mr. Lozier; ‘“‘they ate a hole 
through a door one night—they will eat anything. 
Take a good deal of stuff to feed them? Yon'd 
think so if you had to} pay the bills for a week or 
two. They eat two or three boxesof bread a day, 
a half barrel of meat, besides biscuits, crackers 
and soup. They are wellfed. Mrs. Black won't 
Stop forexpense when it comes to feeding her 
dogs. They get soup twice a week regularly. 
All the dogs are poor now, but that’s because of 
the dry weather. Dogs don’t flourish in such dry 
weather as we have been having, and we 
have no pond here for them to get to. There's one 
a few blocks east, but we are afraid to take them 
over there any more since so many threats have 
been made.” 

Presently a large woman, attired in black, with 
her short, cariy hair waving back of her head as if 
the wind were constantly blowing in her face, 
comes out in the yard. Round her are 20 or 30 
dogs. delighted to kiss her hand or even touch the 
hem of her garments. Mrs. Black calls her dogs 
by name and throws them food, but even in their 
mad rush for biscuits they are not unmindful of 
her words ofcommand. It is obvious that Mrs. 
Black loves her dogs and that they love her. 

“These are my Children,’’ she says, standing sur- 
sounded by Newfoundlands and St. Bernards of 
all ages and sizes, and with her hand resting lov- 
ingly upon the fine héad of old Rover, who stands 
thirty five inches high atthe shoulder; “I raised 
them all, with one exception, ‘Jack, the Tramp,’ 
we call him—come here, Jack—droppedin on us 
one day, homelessjand hungry. We havekept him 
éver since, and think just as much of him asif he 
was a member ofthefamily. With one exception 
my dogs are all harmiesscreatures. See the baby 
at the window? That’s my sister's baby, and all 
these dogs love her dearly. We could place that 
baby right out here inthe yard, and the dogs 
would play with her all day and never harma hair 
of her little head,’’ 

“It is your purpose toree what can be donein 
the way of utilizing dogs to farnish power for ran- 
nig sewing machines and such things in the house, 
is it, Mrs. Black?’’ 

“Yes;lam only awaiting a more favorable op- 
portunity to make some experiments in that direc- 
tior, Just now I am “bothered more by 
the problem now to keep my dogs than 
how to use them. It is a fact that we 
are living in a state of siege here. The fvil- 
lagers have made so many threatsas to what they 
would do with pistols and guns that we fortify our 
castle every night. In each room of the house we 
have from two to three dogs on guard. This also 
accounts for the bad appearance of our place at 
this time.”’ 

Mrs. Black is certainly a remarkable woman, an 
able writer and a remarkable conversationalist. 
She bas already delivered several discourses in the 
pulpits of the two churches in Park Ridge, and has 
an ambition in the direction of the ministry. She 
has no children, having lostthe six born to her, 
but is now rearing an adopted boy.‘ 

Her mother raised six adopted children. Mrs. 
Black’s father was a prominent lawyer in Texas, 
and commanded a brigade in the confederate 
army. It was during the war, and when Captain 
Black was in Texas as a union soldier, that their 
frst meeting took place, amid romantic circum- 
stances. Mrs. Black still ownsin her own right a 
family landed estate which is the fourth largest in 
the state of Texas.'

FIRE DESTROYS SEVERAL BROUGH- 
TON STRBET STORES.

Scarcity of Wa‘er Causes the Blare to Spread Uatil 
Overa Hundred Thousand Doliars Worth of 
Property is Destroyed — Arrest of a Thief 
~O:her News of the Fire. Etc, 


SAVANNAH, Ga., May 30.—[Special.]—A fire 
broke out here a little before eleven o’clock in 
the dry goods store of David Weisheio, on 
Broughton street, the main shopping street of 
the city. The fire began in the top story and 
raged with great fierceness. There was some 
delay in obtaining a strong pressure of water. 
owing to the incomplete change in the city’s 
supply from the river to the artesian wells. 
The whole fire department turned ou’, 
but the fire spread to the neighboring 
stores on either side. On the east was the 
large milinery establishment of M. Krouskoff, 
and on the west the hardware firm of Lovell 
& Lattimore. In this latter store was stored a 
considerable amount of powder and great 
uneasiness was felt. The powder was, how- 
ever, removed in’ time, but the stock in the 
three establishments is a total lose. The block 
of three buildings is owned by Edward Lovell 
and §4 is very much of a rain. 
The loss so far on stocks and buildings 
is not less than $100,000. The fire is still burn- 
ing at 12:30, but bids fair to yield to the exer- 
tions of the fire department. Next on the west 
of Lovell and Lattimore is the large jewelry 
shop of Sternberg, and on the east of Krous- 
koff’s are the dry goods establishments of Gray 
and O’Brien, and Idasher. All these contiguous 
stores will probably be saved though the smoke 
has caured great damage. The insurance on 
the bui'dingsand stocks is large, but so scat- 
tered that the figures are not 
obtainable at this hour. During the early part 
of the fire, an arrest was made in Weisbein’s 
store ofa young white man who was supply- 
ing himself with damaged bargainsat reduced 
prices, He was conveyed to the barracks,. hid- 
ing his head from recognition as he was trans- 
ported through the vast throng of citizens that 
filled the asphalt thoroughfare.

BECOMES THE DEFENDANT IN A 
SUIT IN POLICB COUR Ke 
tener a 
Conduct Which Gave Offense to the Teachers and 
Pupils of the Girl’s High School—Tae Arrest 
Made by Detectives—The Man Identified 
~Releared on Bond—O:-her Notes. 


L. H. Humphries is the name of a jet black 
negro who extracts a living from a colored 
congregstion, to which he preaches three 
times a week, twice on Sanday and once on 
Wednesday night. 

The black clergyman will appear in the po- 
lice court this morning. 

On Friday afternoon Major Slaton, superin- 
tendent of public schools, called at 
headquarters.and informed Chief of Police 
Connolly that a negro man . had 
been annoying the teachers and 
pupils of the Girls’ High school for three 
or four days.

THE CASES OF SM:TH, LBGG8Tr 
AND HOLMAN. ; 
The Governor’s Porition to the Smith Matter Should | 
Meet With the Hearty Approval of the ») 
Prople of Heard Ocunty--Notsiog Heard ; 
of Leggett—Other Notes, &tc,, 


The people of Heard county are acting very 
fcolishly in condemning Governor Gordon for 
respiting the murderer Saith. They evident- 
ly do not know what that action was, or 
they would applaud instead of censure him. 
They don’t seem to know what respite means, 

‘fier long and anxious investigation night 
afiet.night, the governor refused the applica- 
tion for commutation of the sentence from 
hanging to Mfe imprisonment. Large peti- 
tions were sent up asking for. commutation; 
andi Smith’s attorneys had ably araued, and at 
great length, for commutation. The governor 
refused and said tBat the’ law must take its 
course and Smith must hang. The governor's 
oider was in these words: 

In the matter of the application of John W. 
Smith, convicted of murder in Heard superior 
ccurt. fora commutation of his sentenca to impris- 
orment for life, there being no reason offered 
which, in the op:nion of the executive, wouid au- 
thurize him ww imte:fere with the sentence of the 
court, it is ‘ 

Ordered, That said application be and the same 
is hereby refused.

JAMES T. NISBET, 

Afcer Smith had been removei to Hearl 
county, bis attorneys petitioned for a respite 
of sixty days. This the governor also refased; 
bat as Smith bad stated that he wanted a little 
time to prepare to meet death asa Christian, 
the governor thought that ha could not refase 
him a few days for repentance. This he 
grantcd, and nothivg more, Smith will surely 
hang on the day fixed for his execution. 

In their foolish railing at the governor they 
have made come very wild statements concern. 


ing 
THE LEGGETT CASE 

lt bas been asseated that the governor grant- 
ed Leggett a respite and then pardoned him. 
This is the case where Attorney Clifton, of 3a- 
varnah, managed to deliver the governor's re- 
spiting créer just in time to save the condemn- 
ed man's ijife. Leggett is a wife marderer, his 
guilt having been clearly established. Bat 
upon representations from the most reliable 
sources that Leggett is insane, and was in that 
condition at the time he committed the terri- 
ble crime, Governor Gordon granted a respite 
of thirty days in order that the man’s mental - 
condition mizht be examined into. 

There has been no pardon nor even a com- 
mutation of the sentence. Unless the investi- 
gation bring to.light facts waich wil! warrant 
further interference, Leggett wiil hang on the 
i7th, the game day upon which Saith will die. 

THE HOLMAN CASE, 

Just now the goveraor has under considera- 
tion a qnite remarkable case. 

A man nanktd Helman is under sentence to 
be harged at Dalton on the 10th of Jane. He 
was convicted of the qurderof a woman of 
viry doubtful character, the principal witnes3e3 
against him being persons who were them: 
eolves implicated in the crime. 

The testimony athistrial reveals the fact 
that Holman, who was employed in a ginhouse 
at or near Dalton, and a man named Patton, 
who was superintendent of the ginhouse, had 
invited two women to spendthe evening with 
them at the ginhouse, where they slept. In 
the course ofthe evening one ofthe women 
was killed. 

The three remaining members of the party 
set about to hide the crime, and at first dropped 
the body of the murdered woman into a con- 
venient well. A day or two later it was fished 
up by Holman and was dumped into a creek 
not far off. It was soon discovered and the 
crims was traeed to Patton, Holman and the 
other woman.

The movement in favor of securing a com- 
mutation of his sentence is being engineered 
by the best men in the county, and almost 
every man in the coanty has signed the peti- 
tion which has been presented to Governor 
Gordon. 

The jury who tried Holman are unanimous 
in askipg for the change ia his sentences. The 
foreman of that jury has especially interested 
himself, so much so that he came to Atlanta to 
make a personal plea to the governor. -He 
reached here just after the governor had set 
ont for bis hurried trip to Florida, Nothing 
daunted the manu took the next train for 
Florida. 

As luck would have it, he reached Florida 
too late. Hoping that he mizht intercept the 
governor he

acress the ccuntry. Failing to catch hia man, 
the juror took the next train for Atlanta, and 
made a strong appeal to the governor iu behalf 
of the condemned man. Numerously signed 
petitions back up the statements of the mem- 
bers of the jury. The jadge who presided at 
the trialof Holman has called upon the gov- 
erper in person and has made a strong appeal 
in Holman’s favor. 

While Hclman was implicated in the crime, 
there certainly is much doubt whether he 
struck the fatal blow. The people of Whitfield 
county are very much exercised over the mat- 
ter, and strong pressure is being brought to 
induce the governor to commute the con- 
demred man’s sentence.
